OBJBCT. 


This  Institution  was  established  to  stimulate  and  give  facilities 
for  the  study  of  the  Bible,  to  increase  the  number  and  efficiency  of 
evangelistic  workers,  in  both  home  and  foreign  fields,  and  to  uti- 
lize the  undirected  or  misdirected  energies  of  Christian  women  in 
active  religious  work.  Its  specific  objects  are: 

1st.  To  give  to  any  one  wrho  desires  it,  whether  intending  to 
enter  the  missionary  field  or  not,  a broad,  basal  knowledge  of  the 
word  of  God,  together  with  instruction  in  Christian  evidences, 
doctrine,  sacred  history,  and  other  related  subjects. 

2d.  To  give  training  in  Methods  of  Teaching. 

3d.  To  give  general  information  concerning  Missionary 
Fields,  including  statistics  and  a knowledge  of  the  habits,  customs 
and  religions  of  the  people. 

4th.  To  afford  an  opportunity  for  Courses  of  Lectures  on 
Nursing  and  Elementary  Medicine. 

5th.  To  give  practical  training  in  the  missionary  work  of  oor 
large  city,  by  industrial  schools  and  house-to-house  visitation 
among  the  neglected  classes. 

6th.  To  furnish  a true  home,  under  Christian  and  missionary 
influences,  for  our  students;  and  to  give  practical  training  in 
domestic  work  and  management,  under  the  care  of  a competent 
matron. 

7th.  To  test  those  offering  themselves  for  home  or  foreign 
missionary  fields  as  to  physical  strength,  mental  fitness  and  con- 
secrated purpose. 

8th.  To  aid  churches  and  pastors  in  the  present  great  emer- 
gency in  city  missionary  work. 

9th.  To  give  the  “theoretical  training"  to  ladies  preparing 
for  Deaconess  work. 
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CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Candidates  should  be  twenty  years  of  age,  with  good  health, 
must  be  members  of  some  evangelical  church,  and  must  be  well 
recommended. 

Ladies  with  a good  common -school  education  can  gain  admis- 
sion to  the  School:  but  many  of  our  students  have  enjoyed  the  ad- 
vantages of  a liberal  education,  and  we  urge  all  who  propose  enter- 
ing to  obtain  as  much  preliminary  education  as  possible. 

Students  are  admitted  to  full  connection  with  the  school  only 
after  a month  of  trial. 

SUGGESTION  TO  APPLICANTS. 

In  making  application  to  enter  the  school,  write  to  the  Princi- 
pal for  Applicant’s  and  Medical  Blank.  Fill  out  and  return  with 
two  or  more  letters  of  recommendation  from  Pastor,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  some  business  man  or  competent  woman. 
The  application  will  then  come  in  proper  form  before  the  commit- 
tee, and  will  be  duly  acted  upon. 

The  rooms  are  nearly  all  designed  for  two  occupants.  A good 
passenger  elevator  obviates  all  difficulty  from  stairs. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  furnish  a pair  of  blankets  or  quilt, 
bedspread,  sheets  and  pillow-slips,  a pillow,  table  cover  if  conven- 
ient, a lamp,  matches,  towels,  napkins  and  soap.  Also,  for  per- 
sonal use,  kitchen-aprons,  heavy  under-flannel  with  sleeves,  over- 
shoes and  leggings;  also  gossamer  and  umbrella,  as  the  work  may 
require  one  to  be  out  doors  in  all  weathers.  A//  the  above  men- 
tioned articles,  and  everything  to  be  washed,  must  be  plainly  marked  with 
full  name. 

Students  should  bring  religious  books  and  books  of  general 
reference,  such  as  may  be  convenient.  Any  who  cannot  bring  the 
articles  of  furnishing  should  correspond  with  the  Principal,  and 
other  arrangements  may  perhaps  be  made. 

Room  is  very  valuable  in  a large  city.  It  is  especially  so  in 
our  building.  Bring  only  one  trunk,  unless  two  are  absolutely 
necessary. 

Students  in  this  School  do  not  wear  uniform.  The  clothing 
should  be  simple  and  serviceable,  special  attention  being  paid  to 
the  comfort  and  health  of  wearer.  Dentistry,  shopping  and  dress- 
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making  should  be  attended  to  before  coming,  that  studies  may  not 
be  interrupted  by  these  matters. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  STUDENTS. 

These  are  only  such  as  have  been  found  necessary  for  the 
harmonious  working  of  so  large  a family.  Among  them  are:  All 
are  desired  to  be  prompt  and  regular  at  meals,  and  to  take  out- 
door exercise  every  day.  Calls  are  received  on  Friday  evening 
only,  except  in  special  cases.  Only  Sunday  evening  and  one  other 
evening  a week  are  spent  outside,  unless  by  special  permission 
Food  is  served  only  at  meals,  and  all  fare  alike,  except  in  case  of 
sickness. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  students  will  appreciate  the  privi- 
leges of  the  School.  It  exists  only  by  the  labor  of  teachers  freely 
giving  their  time,  and  only  for  the  students’  good.  We  expect  in 
return  that  all  students  will  manifest  the  spirit  of  Christ,  and 
strive  in  every  respect  to  make  the  atmosphere  of  the  School  one  in 
which  the  Master’s  presence  is  every  moment  recognized. 

EXPENSES  OF  STUDENTS. 

Three  dollars  per  week — a sum  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the 
actual  cost — is  paid  by  each  student  for  room,  board,  fuel  and 
lights.  In  addition  to  this,  each  lady  is  expected  to  assume  cheer- 
fully her  share  of  the  general  light  housework  of  the  Home.  The 
time  necessary  for  this  will  not  exceed  one  hour  daily,  except  in 
case  of  sickness  or  great  emergency. 

Ladies  who  desire  to  be  excused  from  the  hour  of  housework, 
on  account  of  health  or  any  reason,  will  pay  five  dollars  per  week 
instead  of  three.  For  absences  during  term  time  the  regular 
charge  will  be  made,  unless  the  room  is  formally  vacated. 

Table  board  without  room  will  be  furnished  at  two  dollars  per 
week,  when  one  hour  is  given  to  housework. 

If  ladies  prefer  the  greater  quiet  and  freedom  of  a room  out- 
side the  school  buildings,  good  board  with  single  room  can  be  ob- 
tained near,  at  an  expense  of  seven  or  eight  dollars  per  week. 
There  is  no  charge  for  tuition.  Books  cost  between  five  and  ten 
dollars  for  the  entire  veaiv,  There  is  no  other  school  expense  ex- 
cept for  laundry  work-^Facilities  for  laundrying  cannot  be  fur- 
nished in  the  house^/Plain  clothes  can  be  washed  and  rough-dried

for  about  twenty-four  cents  per  dozen,  at  any  laundry.  Ironing 
can  be  done  at  stated  times  in  the  school  building. 

A trained  nurse  is  in  attendance,  without  charge,  in  case  of 
sickness,  but  for  meals  served  in  rooms  a small  charge  will  be 
made.  Sick-room  dainties  will  be  furnished  at  cost. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Only  students  who  enter  with  experience  in  Christian  work 
and  much  maturity  of  character  can  hope  to  complete  a course  of 
study  with  us  in  one  year.  Frequent  examinations  and  ‘'quizzes,” 
as  well  as  the  manner  of  doing  the  practical  work  in  the  city  field 
will  test  the  student's  advancement. 

PRACTICAL  WORK. 

One  afternoon  of  every  week  is  devoted  to  house-to  house  visi- 
tation, mostly  under  the  general  direction  of  city  pastors.  Indus- 
trial schools  occupy  the  students  Saturday  aftornoons,  and 
they  all  teach  regularly  in  the  Mission  and  Church  Sunday  schools 
of  the  city. 

students’  aid  fund. 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  give  assistance,  at  least  in  the  way  of 
loans,  to  some  of  those  who  are  really  called  of  God  to  enter  mis- 
sionary or  deaconess  work,  and  who  cannot  by  any  possibility 
enter  the  school  without  help.  We  call  the  attention  of  friends  to 
this  opportunity  of  investing  money  for  Cod.  To-support  a student 
a year  in  the  school  will  cost  about  one  hundred  dollars.  Who  will 
thus  put  a “substitute  into  the  missionary  field”? 

REPAYMENT  OF  LOANS. 

We  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  no  formal 
agreement  to  repay  is  entered  upon  with  those  students  who  have 
already  been  helped  by  the  school,  yet  our  continued  ability  to  help 
others  depends  largely  upon  their  refunding  the  money;  and  we 
trust  all  such  students  who  have  salaried  positions  will  consider 
the  loan  a sacred  debt  to  be  repaid  as  soon  as  possible. 

IIOW  TO  REACH  THE  BUILDING. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  meet  students  coming  at  different 
times  into  the  different  depots  of  a large  city.  “Hansoms,”  small 
two-wheeled  cabs,  are  in  waiting  at  all  depots,  and  the  charge  is 
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25  cents  from  the  Lake  Street  and  North-Western  depots,  from  all 
the  others  50  cents.  It  is  safe  to  make  inquiries  of  any  one  in  uni- 
form. Bring  your  trunk-check  to  the  building,  as  we  have  arrange- 
ments for  cheap  conveyance  of  trunks. 

ENTERTAINMENT  FOR  FRIENDS. 

Entertainment  is  often  asked  for  friends  of  students  and  others 
who  wish  to  spend  a few  days  or  weeks  in  the  city.  It  is  a matter 
of  regret  that  the  difficulty  of  arranging  rooms,  and  especially  the 
fact  that  nearly  all  our  housework  is  done  by  the  students,  makes  it 
impossible  for  us  to  accommodate  them  except  in  special  cases.  But 
first-class  board  with  a room  in  a private  house  can  be  obtained 
within  a block  of  the  School  at  $7.00  or  $8.00  per  week.  Less 
expensive  arrangements  can  be  made  at  restaurants. 

ENDOWMENT. 

The  school  has  not  a dollar  of  endowment.  It  was  established 
under  the  deepest  conviction  of  the  need  of  such  a school,  and  is 
carried  on  altogether  by  volunteer  contributions  and  labor.  Ten 
resident  teachers  and  assistants  devote  their  entire  time  to  our 
complicated  work,  without  salary.  In  addition  to  their  work  we 
call  attention  to  our  list  of  lecturers,  some  of  the  best  men  and 
women  in  the  church  and  in  the  country,  all  of  whom  serve  with- 
out compensation.  We  gratefully  recognize  the  special  blessing 
of  God  in  thus  providing  volunteer  service,  the  cost  of  which  would 
otherwise  be  very  large. 

The  School  is  self-supporting,  as  to  its  running  expenses,  but 
we  need  thousands  of  dollars  for  enlargement,  and  for  this  we  must 
depend  entirely  upon  the  active  interest  of  God’s  children. 

A dormitory,  with  laundry  facilities, that  will  accommodate  fifty 
students,  located  within  three  blocks  of  the  school  building,  is  an 
urgent  need.

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TRAINING  SCHOOL  CATECHISM. 


What  is  the  Chicago  Training  School  ? 

It  is  just  what  its  name  indicates;  a school  where  training  is 
given  in  preparation  for  missionary  work  in  city,  home  and  foreign 
fields. 

What  is  this  training ? 

The  central  part  is  a thorough  drill  in  the  English  Bible,  at 
least  an  hour  every  day  in  the  class  room  being  given  to  this  sub- 
ject. Many  other  subjects  are  taught,  however,  such  as  Church 
History,  Evidences  of  Christianity,  Methods  of  Work,  an  elemen- 
tary course  in  medicine  and  nursing — all  with  the  one  aim  of  pre- 
paring for  religious  and  missionary  work.  No  literary  studies  are 
persued,  or  if  they  are  occasionally  touched  upon,  it  is  only  be- 
cause they  throw  light  upon  some  other  study  along  the  line  of 
the  School’s  special  work. 

Moreover,  one  or  two  afternoons  of  every  week  are  give  to 
practical  work  in  the  mission  fields  of  the  city,  such  as  house-to- 
house  visitation,  and  managing  industrial  schools.  This  is  con- 
sidered an  important  part  in  the  training  of  a missionary. 

Do  none  hut  those  who  expect  to  become' Missionaries  enter  the  field? 

Yes;  one  of  the  objects  of  the  School  is  lo  give  women  thorough 
instruction  in  the  Bible  and  allied  subjects,  that  they  may  return 
to  their  homes  and  be  better  workers  in  their  churches  and  Sun- 
day schools. 

Who  are  the  teachers? 

Send  for  a catologue  and  read  the  list  for  yourself.  But  that 
the  instruction  is  first-class,  is  evident  from  the  rapid  growth  the 
School  has  had. 

Is  the  Training  School  the  same  as  the  Deaconess  Home? 

By  no  means.  They  are  entirely  separate.  The  School  was  in 
existence  two  years  before  the  Deaconess  Home  was  ever  thought 
of.  The  Home  grew  out  of  the  Training  School  in  a perfectly  nat- 
ural way,  but  must  not  be  confused  with  it.  The  School  is  a real 
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school — a place  where  ladies,  including  some  deaconess  proba- 
tioners, receive  the  training  for  their  work.  The  Deaconess  Homes 
are  places  where  one  special  class  of  these  trained  workers  live, 
and  out  from  which  they  go  day  by  day  to  do  whatever  work  may  be 
assigned  them.  Comparatively  little  study  is  carried  on  at  the 
Homes.  It  is  a place  of  work. 

What  missionary  fields  have  been  entered  by  the  students  of  the  Train- 
ing School? 

Women  trained  in  the  School  are  engaged  as  mis-sionaries  in 
India,  Japan  and  China.  Smaller  numbers  are  in  South  America, 
Africa,  Jamaica,  the  West  Indies  and  Mexico.  They  are  scattered 
over  the  missionary  fields  of  our  own  country,  Utah  and  the  South; 
while  many  of  them  are  serving  as  Deaconessess  in  the  various 
Homes  of  the  United  States.  (See  p.  31.)  Some  are  superintendents 
of  Homes.  But  many  of  the  students  have  returned  to  their  old 
homes  and  are  quietly  working  there  in  the  regular  lines  ol  church 
and  Sunday  school  work. 

What  does  it  cost  to  take  a year's  course  in  the  Training  School? 

About  one  hundred  dollars,  but  if  you  are  not  able  to  pay  and 
God  has  called  you  to  special  work  for  Him,  do  not  hesitate  to 
write  to  the  Principal,  stating  your  case  plainly;  as  under  such 
circumstances  students  have  been  assisted  to  part  or  the  whole  of 
their  expenses. 

Is  there  any  opportunity  to  earn  ones  way  through  the  School? 

Yes,  but  only  along  a few  lines,  such  as  housework,  stenog- 
raphy or  typesetting. 

What  must  one  do  to  enter  the  School  ?

PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT. 


Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  Chicago  Training  School  Incorporation: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  present  the  report  of  the 
eighth  year  of  the  Chicago  Training  School  for  City, Home  and  For- 
eign Missions.  The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  work’  and  almost 
uninterrupted  success. 

Eighty-four  students  have  matriculated  on  our  list,  and  our 
average  attendance  has  been  about  sixty.  Our  graduating  class 
this  year  numbers  thirty-three,  four  of  whom  are  nurses,  who,  having 
finished  their  course  in  other  deaconess  hospitals  than  Wesley, 
looked  to  us  for  their  diplomas.  Of  the  whole  number  enrolled  in  the 
school  this  year,  fifteen  hope  to  enter  the  foreign  field;  seventeen, 
various  forms  of  evangelistic  and  home  work  other  than  deaconess 
work,  and  thirty,  the  deaconess  work.  An  increasing  number  will 
return  to  us  for  another  year  of  school. 

The  general  atmosphere  of  the  School  has  been  good,  and  the 
mental  and  moral  standing  of  the  pupils  on  the  whole  most  excel- 
lent. We  have  been  remarkably  free  from  serious  illness.  The  only 
deaths  that  have  ever  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  school  were  in 
1887.  Since  that  time  we  have  year  by  year  recorded  with  grate- 
ful hearts  that  we  have  been  spared  such  affliction. 

I record  again  with  great  gratitude  the  assistance  the  School 
has  received  from  our  assistant  teachers,  all  of  whom  serve  entirely 
without  salary,  and  three  of  whom  this  past  year  have  been  able 
to  refuse  to  accept  any  money  whatever  for  clothes  and  incidental 
expenses.  Miss  Gregg  has  made  herself  invaluable  as  assistant 
principal  and  Bible  teacher.  Miss  Hill  is  more  and  more  winning  her 
way  as  a Bible  teacher,  worthily  filling  the  place  of  our  dear  Mrs- 
Prichard, — you  all  know  how  her  removal  from  the  city  prevents 
her  being  with  us.  Miss  Cora  Weber  is  filling  the  difficult  posi- 
tion of  matron  and  filling  it  well.  Miss  Colman  was  our  efficient  his- 
tory teacher  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  Miss  Sybil  Pal- 
mer. coming  to  us  in  the  fall,  has  so  won  a place  in  our  hearts  that 
we  are  greatly  pleased  at  her  being  able  to  remain  with  us  perma- 
nently. Our  office  assistants  and  stenographers  still  continue 
their  labor  of  love  without  salary,  and  have  been  both  faithful  and 


efficient  during  the  past  year.  Our  non-resident  lecturers  are 
unwearied  in  their  devotion  to  the  School  and  its  interests.  We  can- 
not mention  them  in  detail,  but  feel  that  the  work  Dr.  M.  M. 
Parkhust,  has  done,  coming  down  from  Milwaukee  every  month 
for  four  hours  teaching  in  our  class  room,  and  finally  giving  the 
anniversary  address  at  Commencement,  is  worthy  of  special  men- 
tion. Another  great  addition  to  our  teaching  this  year  has  been 
the  Normal  Sunday  School  lessons  so  kindly  given  by  Rev.  D.  R. 
Breed,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  Covenant. 
These  lectures  were  unique  and,  combining  as  they  did  the  practi- 
cal and  theoretical  work,  the  students  felt  that  they  had  gained 
greatly  by  them.  We  hope  to  retain  our  faculty,  both  resident 
and  non-resident,  unchanged  another  year  and  to  add  to  it  from 
time  to  time  as  opportunity  offers. 

May  I give  a few  general  statistics.  Seven  and  one  half  years 
ago  we  began  our  work  in  a rented  house  with  four  students.  At 
present  we  own  our  building  and  the  whole  number  of  students 
having  studied  with  us  is  five  hundred  and  sixty.  We  have  sent 
sixty-three  to  the  foreign  missionary  field,  fifty-two  to  the  home 
mission  field,  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen  have  entered  deaconess 
work.  Of  the  thirty  deaconess  homes  in  our  country,  twenty-two 
have  been  aided  and  thirteen  at  first  entirely  equipped  by  women 
from  the  Chicago  Training  School.  In  addition  to  this  two  new 
homes  have  been  established  this  year,  one  in  DesMoines  and  one 
in  Manchester,  N.  H.,  both  of  which  are  superintended  by  ladies 
from  our  School,  and  arrangements  have  been  completed  by  which 
deaconess  work  is  to  be  carried  on  by  single  workers  in  South 
Bend.  Ind.,  and  Wilkes  Barre,  Pa. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  students  in  the  School 
is  less  than  last  year  by  about  twenty.  Our  house  has  been  full 
from  the  very  first,  but  it  will  be  remembered  that  last  year  we 
had  the  use  of  the  adjoining  building,  which  this  year  has  been 
occupied  by  the  DeaconessjHome  family.  In  the  early  months  of  the 
School  we  tried  the  experiment  of  renting  rooms  outside  for  our  sur- 
plus students,  but  we  found  it  so  very  expensive — we  were  obliged 
to  pay  twenty  dollars  a month  for  a single  room  in  the  neighbor- 
hood— that  as  soon  as  possible  we  gave  it  up,  sheltering  the  extra 
students  in  one  room  of  our  library  till  Christmas  time,  when,  on 
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account  of  some  leaving  and  others  not  being  accepted  to  fill  their 
places,  we  were  able  to  pack  away  all  our  regular  boarding  pupils 
in  the  dormitories  of  the  building.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the 
most  crying  need  exists  for  the  enlargement  of  our  buildings.  I 
suppose  that  with  very  little  effort  a school  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  might  easily  be  gathered  for  next  year,  certainly  if 
our  finances  were  in  such  condition  that  we  could  offer  even  a lit- 
tle money  aid  to  those  who  are  not  able  to  pay  all  of  their  expenses 
in  the  School.  It  seems  to  me  a great  pity  that  we  should  turn 
away  so  many  applicants  in  the  fall,  and  in  the  spring  be  obliged  also 
to  refuse  many  of  the  applications  for  workers  that  come  to  us  from 
all  quarters.  Within  the  last  few  months  we  have  had  most 
earnest  requests  for  workers  to  be  sent  to  two  or  three  different 
cities  in  Michigan,  two  cities  in  California;  two  cities  in  Oregon; 
Spokane,  Wash.;  Denver,  Col. ; Omaha,  Neb.;  two  or  three  cities 
of  Indiana;  two  cities  of  Pennsylvania;  Manchester,  N.  H. ; the 
state  of  Vermont;  Kansas  City,  Kan.;  St.  Louis,  Minneapolis  and 
Milwaukee,  besides  urgent  requests  for  missionaries  from  India, 
China  and  South  America.  In  some  of  these  places  they  have 
urged  that  we  send  not  one  worker  but  seven  or  eight,  and  yet  in 
the  majority  of  cases  we  have  been  obliged  to  say  that  we  could 
not  send  a single  one. 

The  urgency  of  the  demand  for  workers  has  been  at  times  not 
only  embarrassing, but  actually  distressing  and  I can  truthfully  say 
that  my  desire  for  the  enlargement  of  the  building  is  at  its  height, 
not  when  I am  obliged  to  turn  away  applicants  who  desire  to  enter, 
but  when  I am  obliged  to  say  no  to  these  applications  that  come  to 
us  from  all  parts  of  the  home  and  foreign  field  to  send  missionaries. 
Many  of  these  applications  to  which  we  are  now  obliged  to  say  no, 
might  be  met  if  we  could  only  take  all  the  suitable  women  who 
apply.  While  the  labor  of  teaching  and  caring  for  sixty  pupils  is 
nearly  as  great  as  it  would  be  if  the  number  were  two  hundred, you 
all  know  that  if  it  is  possible  to  have  a family  of  sixty  and  pay  our 
bills  at  three  dollars  a week,  it  would  be  much  easier  if  we  had  a 
family  of  two  hundred,  since  numbers  do  not  proportionately  in- 
crease expenses.  In  view  of  all  these  facts  we  earnestly  hope  it 
will  not  be  long  before  in  this  or  some  other  locality,  there  may  be 
larger  accommodations  for  the  preparation  of  missionaries  and 
deaconesses  for  their  noble  work.

Hospital  facilities  are  maintained  in  connection  with  the  Train- 
ing School  in  order  to  afford  suitable  opportunity  for  training 
women  in  nursing. 

CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Applicants  must  be  at  leat  twenty-two  years  of  age,  and  mem- 
bers of  some  evangelical  church. 

We  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  ladies  who  wish  to  practice 
nursing  as  a lucrative  profession,  but  this  School  is  designed  only 
for  ladies  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  for  some  form  of  mis- 
sionary or  deaconess  work.  A simple  expression  of  this  desire  is 
all  that  is  required,  however;  we  ask  no  definite  pledge  to  this  effect. 

The  applicant's  and  medical  blank  (see  page  8)  must  be  filled 
out  and  returned  with  two  or  more  letters  of  recommendation, 
after  the  receipt  of  which  each  case  will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Applicants.  Students  are  received  into  full  connection 
with  the  School  after  one  month  of  trial,  more  or  less, at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  faculty.  On  being  received  into  full  connection,  stu- 
dents pi’omiseto  remain  during  the  remainder  of  the  course, twenty 
months  in  all.  unless  sickness  or  death  among  near  relatives  should 
interfere.  This  promise  is  customary  in  all  Nurses’  Training 
Schools,  and  is  necessitated  by  the  relation  to  the  hospital. 

EXPENSES. 

Students  will  clothe  themselves  during  the  month  of  trial.  At 
least  two  dresses  that  will  wash  are  required,  and  half  a dozen 
plain,  large,  white  aprons.  Board  is  provided  during  this  month- 
After  being  received  into  full  connection  with  the  School,  students 
will  be  provided  with  uniform  dresses — which  all  are  required  to 
wear — board,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  incidentals.  No  sal- 
aries are  paid  to  any  one  connected  with  the  Training  School. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  course  of  training  occupies  twenty  full  months.  At  its 
close  diplomas  are  given,  and  those  who  wish  can  continue  in  the 
Hospital.  Those  who  desire  to  enter  Deaconess  or  other  forms  of 
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missionary  work  will  be  referred  to  the  Boards  of  the  different 
organizations. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  NURSES. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7:30  A.  .u.  to  7:30  p.  m..  with 
usually  two  hours  every  afternoon  for  exercise  or  rest.  They  are 
usually  given  one  afternoon  during  the  week,  and  part  of  Sunday. 
Nurses  are  able  to  attend  religious  services  once  on  Sunday,  except 
when  on  night  duty.  Nurses  are  assigned  to  night  duty  in  turn, 
the  period  of  such  service  being  one  month.  Night  nurses  must  be 
in  their  rooms  from  9:30  a.  m.  to  5:30  p.  m.  One  evening  may  be  spent 
outside  every  week.  Nurses  will  not  wear  the  indoor  uniform  till 
after  the  period  of  probation,  nor  the  street  uniform  till  after  one 
year,  except  in  special  cases.  When  a nurse  is  off  duty  she  is  not 
allowed  to  go  to  the  wards  or  private  rooms  of  patients  without 
permission.  The  welfare  of  both  patient  and  nurse  requires  this. 
Eighteen  plain  pieces,  well  marked,  and  one  dress,  are  washed  for 
each  person  wreekly. 

A few  other  regulations  have  been  adopted  from  time  to  time 
for  the  general  well-being  of  the  school.  The  Superintending 
Nurse,  with  other  members  of  the  family,  have  chai'ge  of  the  order 
in  the  home,  and  nurses  are  expected  to  defer  to  her  wishes  in  all 
questionable  matters.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  a gentle  and 
loving  spirit  will  prevail  at  all  times  in  the  School,  in  accordance 
with  the  service  which  we  render,  which  is  "not  as  unto  man,  but 
unto  God.'’ 

TIME  OF  ADMISSION. 

Applicants  to  this  department  may  enter  at  any  time  when 
there  is  a vacancy,  in  the  order  of  their  application.  Address  all 
communications  to  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

A regular  course  of  instruction  is  given  by  th.e  physicians  in 
attendance. 

The  resident  physician  of  the  hospital  will  give  instruction  in 
a standard  Hand-book  on  Nursing.  Pupils  will  receive  detailed 
ward  and  bedside  instruction  from  the  head  nurse,  in  connection 
with  their  daily  duties  in  the  hospital.
